NOTES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENTS. 

Science. 

A  recent  Health  Survey  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  taking  physiology  l-h  under 
Mr.  Leeson  shows,  among  other 
things,  that  15  per  cent  have  defec¬ 
tive  hearing;  50  percent  decayed 
teeth  :  and  00  per  cent  defective  eye¬ 
sight,  about  one-half  of  whom  would 
profit  greatly  by  the  use  of  glasses 
for  study.  This  result  is  another 
good  reason  for  a  more  effective 
health  supervision  of  our  school. 


Mathematics. 

War  conditions  brought,  the  study 
of  Mathematics  to  the  attention  of 
young  men.  Previous  to  the  war. 
only  students  who  desired  to  spec¬ 
ialize  in  mathematics  studied  it. 
The  war  showed  that  mathematics 
was -the  basis  of  higher  work  in  en¬ 
gineering,  surveying  and  similar 
subjects. 

New  classes  have  been  organized 
in  surveying  and  higher  mathemat¬ 
ics.  The  enrollment,  is  larger  than 
usual  and  much  interest  is  shown 
in  the  work. 


Domestic  Science. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  dietetic 
luncheons  was  given  Jan.  21)  in  the 
Normal  Cottage  by  Laura  Curfman 
and  Mary  Woolridgo.  The  problem 
is  to  serve  a  thousand  calories  per 
capita  with  a  maximum  cost  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  individual.  Tt  is  also 
necessary  that  the  menu  contain  a 
sufficient  number  of  vitamines. 

This  luncheon  is  to  be  followed  by 
a  series  given  by  each  two  girls  in 
the  class. 


History. 

The  American  History  class  is 
studying  a  weekly  magazine,  the 
Outlook,  this  quarter  in  preference 
to  the  Current  History  magazine 
which  was  used  by  the  class  last 
term. 

Tibs  is  a  four  hour  class,  and  two 
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hours  are  used  each  week  In  maga¬ 
zine  study.

To  pre¬ 
vent  a  recurrence  of  similar  atroci¬ 
ties,  Ave  ask  that  those  avIio  haA'e  di¬ 
rected  them  and  ordered  them  may 
be  condemned  as  criminals.”
